Second-stage reforestation 
project in full swing 


The forest restoration 
campaign which is now under 
way in the DPRK is divided into 
two stages. 

The tasks for the first-stage 
campaign which was conducted 
between 2015 and 2017 
have already been fulfilled 
successfully. 

This is the second year of the 
second-stage campaign. 

The second-stage period 
is from 2018 to 2024, and its 
major task is to complete tree 
planting even in the backwoods 
of mountains in order to restore 
all denuded mountains. 

Each province, city and county 
set a plan to finish the construction 
of parent nurseries, wind up tree 
planting till 2022 and conduct 
additional planting and cultivation 
in the remaining two years so as 
to turn all mountains into “gold 
and treasure mountains”. They 
are now pushing their plans 
dynamically. 

Although it is an uphill 
task, we have strength and 
foundations great enough to 
carry out everything with our 
own efforts. 

This is evidenced by tree 
planting results between last 
year and this spring. 

Last year, the Kangwon 
Provincial Tree Nursery was 
built as a land- and labour-saving 
modern nursery in which tree 
saplings are cultivated on an 
industrial and scientific basis, and 
a modern sapling greenhouse was 
set up at the parent tree nursery in 
Mundok County, South Phyongan 
Province. With them as a model 
and standard, the construction 
of tree nurseries is being pushed 
at the fast pace in each province 
and that of sapling greenhouses 
in all city and county parent tree 
nurseries, and such construction 
projects are now at the final stage 
in Jagang Province and Rason 


City. 

Great progress has _ been 
made in afforestation and 
conservation. 


Tens of millions of more 
saplings were produced and 
tens of thousands of hectares of 
more forests created last year, 
the first year of the second-stage 
campaign. The tree planting 
plan for this spring started with 
tree-planting day (March 2) asa 
momentum and it was fulfilled 
on a 48 percent level as of late 
March. What is distinctive 
in this year’s tree planting is 
that the national tree of pine 
is intensively planted in major 
construction sites and cities. 

Thanks to the state measures 
taken to prevent damage from 
wildfires last year, over 100 km- 
long firebreaks were newly created 
in over 300 hectares of forests 
and 130-odd-km-long _ stone 
barriers and 870 catchment sites 
built or repaired. A nationwide 
wildfire monitoring, notifying 
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Kim Myong Chol, chief of 
the General Forest Bureau. 
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and extinguishing system is being 
established more thoroughly with 
cameras installed in the Samjiyon 
area and major forest areas to 
monitor the outbreak of wildfire 
in real time. Meanwhile, all cities 
and counties are stepping up an 
undertaking to prevent forest 
destruction by harmful insects by 
building biopesticides production 
bases and boosting the production 
of the chemicals and parasitic 
bees. 

The level of mechanization, 
scientification and IT in the 
field has also been raised a step 
higher. 

A double production method 
of saplings in greenhouses was 
completed and sprinklers for 
extinguishing forest fire and 
portable power sprayers for 
exterminating harmful insects 
were made. A _ nationwide 
information system for the 
management of forest resources 
was introduced from Pyongyang 
to provinces, cities and counties 
to monitor in real time the forest 
destruction by heavy snowfall, 
drought and harmful insects 
and take timely measures 
against the damage. The second 
national exhibition of forestry 
science and technology took 
place last November and good 
research findings which had 
highly been appreciated at 
the exhibition were posted on 
“Hwanggumsan”, the website 
of the Central Tree Nursery, so 
that they could be disseminated 
all across the country. 

A series of measures were 
taken across the country to supply 
saplings of good tree species. 
Many cities and counties finished 
tree planting and they are now 
carrying on additional planting 
over the forests they planted 
from 2015, planting more trees 
on the sites whose tree species 
were replaced during the first- 
stage campaign and reclaiming 
forests with almost no or less 
usefulness. 

We will carry out the task 


for the second-stage forest 
restoration campaign as 
scheduled.

Great effort channelled 
into reconstruction 


The Syrian government is 
taking proactive measures 
to reconstruct the country 
destroyed by years of war and 
stabilize its people’s living. 

Primary efforts have been 
directed to shoring up the 
oil industry, the mainstay in 
economic development. 

Oil fields in Dayr az Zawr 
Province and the central part of 
the country have been restored 
to their original state, making it 
possible to start production. 

Repairs of the railway 
line linking Damascus and 
Aleppo are under way in 
earnest. 

The line that is expected to be 
completed in several months is 
said to facilitate the transport 
of fuel to power plants in the 
country’s northern and southern 
regions and grains to granaries 
in Aleppo Province and other 
regions. 

And a feeder railway is under 
construction at the quarry in 
the central region for building 
stones needed for the country’s 
reconstruction.

As of mid-February, Syria 
restored to original _ state 
31 200 houses, 810 educational 
facilities, 137 health 
establishments and motorways 
extending for about 100 
kilometres. 

Public health services have 
attained the pre-war level. 

According to the Syrian 
health ministry, about 8 980 
pharmaceutical factories 
resumed production in some 
areas and the country has become 
able to meet 90 percent of 
domestic demand for medicines 
by its own production. 

With notable economic 
achievements being made in 
the country, lots of refugees are 
returning home. 

The government promulgated 
a law on revising the land law to 
offer convenience to refugees in 
the registration and ownership 
of land. 

A large number of citizens 
have returned to their original 
place of residence, including 
over 183 600 people who had 
scattered to different parts 


of the country and about 
130 000 who had taken refuge 
abroad. 

The government is directing 
much effort to developing 
external relations. 

During the Syrian President’s 
visit to Iran in late February 
the leaders of the two countries 
agreed on further boosting 
comprehensive cooperative 
ties and announced that both 
countries would take concerted 
actions in order to defend the 
interests of their peoples. 

Most recently, the two 
countries concluded agreements 
on close cooperation in such 
fields as housing construction, 
industry, agriculture, energy 
and tourism. 

Late last year, the United 
Arab Emirates and Bahrain 
reopened their embassies 
in Syria, committing 
themselves to striving for 
ensuring its independence, 
sovereignty, unification and 
stability.

Recycling industry booms 


Nowadays, it is an important 
part of production activities to 
recycle wastes. 

Lanzhou of Gansu Province, 
China, is a model in light of 
the country’s recycling industry 
development. 

Eighty percent of waste 
materials are now recycled in 
the city. 

According to a recent report 
of the Xinhua news agency, 
the city has 250 stations for 
purchasing recyclable materials 
including waste paper, glass and 
plastic bottles, scrap iron and 
empty tins. Such materials are 
then sent to the industrial centre 
after classification to be used as 
raw materials for the production 
of new goods. The centre has 
different factories. 

For example, its paper mill 
turns out various types of 
packaging sheet by reducing 
waste paper to pulp. 

A paper company under the 
centre buys over 500 tons of 
waste paper every day and 1.08 
tons of waste paper are enough 
to produce one ton of new 
paper. 

Other factories process scrap 
iron into the raw material for 
iron and steel production and 
produce viny] bags, dustbins and 
plastic chairs with plastic waste

such as retrieved agricultural 
vinyl sheets. Waste rubber is 
used to make rubber tube and 


sheet. 
In 2017, the Chinese 
government worked out a 


strategy to give impetus to 
the maximum use of domestic 
resources. According to it, the 
recycling industry became 
active in Beijing and other 
cities with the involvement 
of a large number’ of 
businesses. 

According to information 
available, the recycling rate 
of iron, nonferrous metal and 
plastic increased by 11 percent 
in 2017 as compared to 2016. 

China aims to build more 
model recycling _— industry 
cities till 2020 and increase 
the recycling rate of major 


recyclable resources to 75 
percent. 
The demand for waste 


materials also increases at 10-20 
percent every year in Vietnam. 

Under the plastic industry 
development strategy until 2020 
mapped out by the Vietnamese 
ministry of industry and trade, 
the processing of waste is 
seen as one of solutions to the 
development of plastic industry 
in the country. 

The Vietnamese paper and 


pulp association advises paper 
producers to switch over to 
recycling waste paper.

The other side of antt- 
Venezuelan campaign 


Outside forces are 
overstepping the mark in their 
attempt to overturn the legitimate 
government of Venezuela. 

On March 7, less than one 
month after the country recovered 
from the worst ever power failure, 
another cyberattack was mounted 
on a leading hydropower station 
to cause power outage in different 
areas. 

Analysts see that  anti- 
government forces within 
and without are behind the 
underhand manoeuvres. 

Foreign forces are intensifying 
sanctions against Venezuela in 
financial and oil fields in a bid 
to cut the source of income of 
the Maduro government, bind 
it hand and foot and incite anti- 
government feelings among the 
local people. For example, the 
sanctions froze the asset worth 
US$7 billion of a local state-run 
oil company last January. 

Sabotage of the power supply 
system can also be seen as part 
of such machinations. 

What then is the aim of their 
attempts to topple the Maduro 
government? 

The imperialists see Venezuela 
as a thorn in their flesh as it 
advances under the banner of 
the Bolivarian Revolution and 
the banner of anti-US struggle. 

The South American 
country quit the Organization 
of American States in 2017 
as the latter has been given 
to interference in the internal 
affairs of other countries. And 
it declared the establishment of 
a constituent national council as 
a resolute measure to counter 
the threats caused by right- 


Countermeasures taken to 
safeguard national security 


Russia is taking positive 
actions to ensure security of the 
country. 

It is taking measures to 
boost its military capability in 
reaction to NATO’s escalation 
of military presence near its 
western border. 

The Russian defence 
minister at a council meeting 
of the defence ministry on 
March 27 announced that over 
180 new-type warships will be 
supplied to the navy by 2027 
according to the 2018-2027 
national military equipment 
plan. And 35 military vessels 
are to be commissioned this 
year alone. 

A tactical flying corps 
manoeuvre was carried out in 


| the western military district on 


March 26 to detect, track and 
annihilate imaginary airstrike 
means at any time, and different 
types of military exercises were 
staged in Voronezh, Crimea, 
Astrakhan, Trans-Baikal and 
Buryatia last month. 

Russia is also taking tough 
countermeasures against 
NATO’s successive joint drills 
in the Black Sea. 

The reconnaissance and 
attack vessels of its Black 
Sea fleet and coastal missile 
systems are on watch. Dozens 
of warplanes staged a short- 
and long-distance aerial combat 
drill, while missile cruisers of 
the fleet launched ultrasonic 
anti-ship missiles at imaginary 
enemy fleets. 

In addition, S-400 anti-air 


wing forces backed by outsiders 
and has made preparations to 
cope with possible military 
aggression by foreign forces. 

Then the outsiders applied 
sanctions to the President 
and high-ranking government 
officials of Venezuela and 
shielded and backed the local 
dissident groups, calling 
them “democratic forces” 
and spreading a rumour about 
“humanitarian crisis” in the 
country. 

A typical example is that 
the outside forces decided to 
provide “humanitarian aid” 
to Venezuela at the request of 
the speaker of the Venezuelan 
national assembly, who styles 
himself interim president of the 
country. Foreign media outlets 
comment that outside forces 
intensify sanctions on the one 
hand in order to constantly 
aggravate the economic 
conditions of the country and 
make its people dissatisfied 
with the government, and offer 
“aid” at the request of the 
“interim president” on the other 
hand in a bid to put the Maduro 
government in a _ dilemma. 
Some analysts see the sabotage 
act aimed at the power supply 
system as the outcome of the 
despicable moves to disturb the 
people’s mind and overthrow 
the Maduro government. 

After all, the anti- Venezuelan 
manoeuvres are aimed at 
removing the “thick bone” 
of Maduro government and 
swallowing the “soft meat” of 
region with ease.

Traditional cosmetics 
for women 


The Korean women have 
a long history of using 
cosmetics. 

The unearthing of such a 
toilet set as bronze mirror 
and bronze beauty kit, as 
well as such cosmetics as 
face powder, in different 
ancient sites shows that 
women had already used 
various cosmetics in those 


days. 
Women’s aesthetic demand 
which increased further 


in the period of the Three 
Kingdoms gave impetus to 
the development of cosmetics, 
developing the techniques 
of making cosmetics and 
diversifying the kinds of 
cosmetics accordingly. 

At that time, makeup 
included face powder, rouge, 
eyebrow pencil, hair oil and 
aromatic essence. 

Typical face powder used 
by the contemporary women 
involved the powder made 
by pounding agalmatolite, 
the lead white made by 
treating lead with heat and 
oxidizing it and the powder 
made of the seed of marvel- 
of-Peru. 

Rouge embraced those made 
of mineral mercury sulolide 
and vegetable safflower. 

The eyebrow pencil was 
made by mixing oil with the 


scentless and glossy beeswax 
and sesame oil and_ the 
camellia oil were generally 
used to arrange hair 
beautifully and charmingly. 

At that time perfume and 
aromatic essence were made, 
by keeping flower petals 
with powerful scent in oil or 
by drying the stems, leaves 
and roots of aromatic plants 
in shadow before pounding 
them. 

Handicraftsmen specializing 
in the production of cosmetics 
emerged in the period of 
Koryo Kingdom, and_ the 
families with marriageable 
girls grew safflower, material 
for rouge, in their courtyard. 
Therefore, the making and 
use of cosmetics came to be 
popularized. 

In the period of feudal Joson 
dynasty, cosmetics made big 
headway towards making 
the skin glossy and soft and 
preventing the damage of skin 
and protecting. 

The powder made of 
vegetable material was 
much used in those days and 
the one made of powdered 


shell or pearl was also 
used according to regional 
features and social 
standings. 


The best eyebrow pencil 
was made by adding rapeseed 


soot obtained after burning oil to the soot of pine 
oriental species of oak and _ sprout. 
beech.
